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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive as 
arguments for claims 1 and 8 is misinterpreted based on examiner's final office action; regarding claim 1 in the office action, examiner 
refers to 14 of Fig,1 in Kaufman as the network and not the central office, the answering device(10 Fig. 1) in Kaufman is the central 
terminal which does route communications(OGM) on the communication network(14 Fig. 1) and is in communication with the network(16 
Fig.1). 

Regarding claim 14. applicant argues features(i.e. central office) that are not recited in the claim so therefore can not be considered. 
Kaufman's answering device. which has switch circuits, is coupled to a recorded annoucement file(38 Fig.1 or Fig.2) via a trunk 
network(16 Fig.1 or Fig.2 is a trunk network). 

Regarding claim 26, col,5 lines 5-9, teaches retrieving an annoucement based on voice-to-text recognition(user identification) or can read 
on "Witten request" which the service provider needs to know the user*s identification. Examiner further notes that claims 26-32 are 
dependent claims in which claim 25 needs to be overcome beforehand. 

Regarding claim 33, examiner uses the embodiment of the user who places a call which triggers a query to the network to obtain an 
annoucement(col.5 line 60-col.6 line 26), since the claim is still broad, examiner can interpret "audibly conveying information" as the 
"audible instructions and/or example playbacks" recited in col.6 lines 20-23 of Kaufman.
